WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The minority report of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee on the Jack- 
son (Miss.) political riots was submitted 
by Senator Pugh to the Senate today. The 
minority sxys that the hearings were held 
with closed doors and in Washington, more 
than 1000 miles from the locality of the 
transaction. .Hence the members of the 
committee had no opportunity of examin- 
ing the great mass of witnesses who were 
on the ground. The report follows every 
detail of the occurrences under investiga- 
tion. It says: “This conspiracy of Mc- 
Gowan Baldwin to eliminate the negre vote 
and to secure the ccdperation of the com- 
mittee of 100 illustrative of the methods by 
which those southern eutrages are manu- 
factured for political purposes.” 

It deciares that Baldwin stands impeached 
as utterly unworthy of credit. It finds that 
the evidence agaiust the officials incul pated 
by the majority is unimportant, untrust- 
worthy and illegal. “It is not shown,” the 
minority says, “that any one of the Federal 
officers incriminated by the committee did a 


single iliegal act, or aided or advised in the 
doing of such,”’ 

The report is signed by Senators Pugh, 
Coke, Vest and George.

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WaAsHinaton (D.C.), Aug. 1.—[By the 
Associated Senate.—Mr. Piumb, 
from the Committee on Agricuiture, re- 
ported back the House bill to enlarge the 
powers and duties of the Department of 
Agiiculture and to create an executive de- 
partment, tv be known as the Department 
of Agriculture. In the billas reported the 
provisions of the House bill for transfer of 
the Weather Bureau from the War Depart- 
ment to the Department of Agriculture are 
struck out. 

Mr. Evarts from the Committee on Foreign 
Relations, reported back the Senate joint 
resolution authorizing and empowering the 
President of the United States to take such 
measures as in his judgment may be neces- 
sary to obtain indemnity promptly for in- 
juries, losses and damages suffered by the 
Venezuelan Steamship Company of New 
York by reason of the wrongful seizure 
and detention of the company’s three 
steamers in 1871, and to employ such means 
or exercise such power as may be neces- 
sary. 

‘The Senate resumed consideration of the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, the pend- 
ing question being on the amendment 
offered yesterday by Mr. Call, appropr iat- 
ing $10,000 forthe recovery of property of 
the late Confederate States, now held in 
adverse possession to the Government, 

Mr. Edmunds said be had been on the 
committee four years ago which had inves- 
tigated that whole subject, and he was sat- 
isfied that the appropriation would be a 
useless waste of money, and that the wisest 
thing to be done with the assets of the late 
Contederacy, as with the late unpleasant- 
ness itself, was to forget all about them 
and let them go. 

Mr. Gibson opposed the amendment. He 
submitted that it was not proper at this late 
hour tocall in question the validity of the 
surrender that was made to oflicers of the 
Government by the Confederacy on land or 
sea. The Confederate States haa died a 
noble death on the field of battle many 
years ago, all that survived being that sen- 
timent of honor which had beaten high in 
the hearts of men who represented that 
faslen power. For one, he would have en- 
graved on its tombstone the epitaph) en- 
graved on Shakespeare’s tomb: 

*Good friend, for Jesus’s sake forbear 
To touch the dust entombed here, 
Blessed be he who spares these bones, 
And cursed he who moves these s.oues.” 

Mr. Call said that he did not sympathize 
with Mr. Gibson in the opinion that the 
dust of the Confederacy should be buried 
and its good friends let it alone, The Con- 
federate States would live in history for the 

reat and heroic characters which they had 
There was no need to leave 
their dust undistu'bed. Their fame was 
written on the immortal pages of history by 
such illustrious characters as Lee and Jack- 
son, and he was glad to Know that the 
loy al heart of the North and of its soldiers 
responded to that sentiment. He was not 
so ashamed of the Confederacy as to bid its 
dust to remain undisturbed. It could not 
be shouted down or overlooked. The Con- 
federacy had no dust, but it had the im- 
mortal glory of heroic character, of noble 
self-sacrifice. 

Mr. Allison moved to lay Mr. Call’s reso- 
lution on the table.

The Precious Trio from San Juan 
Get an Extension.

ALONG, 


Col.G Wiley Wells Threatened with 

' Another Attack of Paralysis and 

Obliged to Retire—Detective Metz- 

* ler impeached by Detective Fin- 
negas.

A sensational episode in the Lucas trial 
occurred yesterday morning when the case 
was called in Judge Cheney’s court. Col, 
G. Wiley Wells, leading counsel for the 
defense, addressed the Court with much 
difficulty, stating that he was threatened 
with another attack of paralysis, and, on 
the advice of his physician, he would be 
obliged to retire. Hewas excused, and, as 
he withdrew from the courtroom, it was 


. evident that he was a very sick man, his 


left foot scraping the floor in a semi-paral- 
yzed condition. . 

After the Court had ruled on a question 
of admitting depositions, the hearing of 
testimony was taken up. 

H. B. Adams testified thata young man 
came to his place April 6th and ordered a 
police badge, which he paid for and twok 
away April 7th. Noname was given, the 
Lucas 
had come to his place after Eliton’s arrest, 
but could not remember what he had said 
about the badge. 


Col. Henry Finnegas of San Francisco 
testified that he had been chief of the se- 
cret service division of the United States 
Treasury Department for several years, but 
was not now. He knew Theodore C. Metz- 
le1, detective, in San Francisco, for 12 or 14 

ears. He knew his reputation during that 

ime, and it was bad, and he would not be- 
lieve him under oath. His teelings toward 
Metzler were not friendly. The latter had 
tried to get a position under witness, but 
did not succeed. He would not go out of 


his way, however, to do Metzier harm, and 


Was a most unwilling witness, coming only 
upon the process of this court. He would 
like to return immediately, but the prose- 
cution said it wanted him to remain awhile. 
fficer A. W. Marsh said he was on the 
detective force of thiscity in April. Had 
seen Lucas at Chief Cuddy’s office, and 
heard him say Elton had given him some 
property to keep forhim. Gave descrip- 
tions of some articles, aud asked witness if 
any such articles had been reported lost or 
stolen. Afterward saw Lucas at his office 
when a gola penholder was shown him as 
having come from Elton. When the latter 
was arrested Lucas told him about the re- 
volver and purse which Elton had given 
him that morning, and asked if there was 
any record at the police office of such prop- 
erty. Was told there was no such record. 
He told him of Ejton’s record, that he had 
just gotten out of jail, and said he had re- 
tormed and wanted to be a good boy. Elton 
had said he brought the revolver from San 
neisco, and had come by it hon- 
estly. Also told witness that he 
did not know whether to believe Elton, 
and that it would do no harm to watch 
him. Had looked for Elton on April 11th 
or 12th, to arrest him, and asked Lucas to 
assist him, as he was wanted for burglary. 
Lueas told him he would. Had met LKiton 
next day and arrested him. Witness did 
not hear the conversation between Lucas 
and Elton in the latter’s cell, but had re- 
ceived valuable information from Lucas as 
to the resuit of that conversation. The 
prosecution objected to having it repeated. 

Mr. Stephens said he wanted to show 
there had been aconspiracy between El/ton 
and Detectives Harris and Marsh against 
the defendant, Lucas. After some time 
spent in discussing the admissibility 
or 
the time being. 

On cross-examination the question as te 
why he left the detective force was ob- 
ected to, and the objection sustained. 

ad worsced with Lucas in October last. 
and alsoin December, and had a desk in 
his office, In the Webb-Caines case he 
wf Police.

Afternoon Session. 
A. W. Marsh was again on the stand at 


the opening of the afternoon session. 


C. C. Stephens, counsel for defense, of- 
fered to impeach Elton’s testimony by the 
witness Marsh, 

Judge Cheney ruled it out for the reason 
that Elton’s attention was not called to the 
time and place of the propose! conversa- 
tion. The witness was withdrawn. 

Henry J. Hillier testified: Do business at 
18 Commercial street. Elton had a badge 
made there. Remember making an ei 
t- 
ness identified badge.| Don’t know who it 
was made for. The man was in a hurry for 
a badge. We loaned him a special badge 
till we made this one. Don’t think I would 
recognize the man, 

Thomas F. Donahue testified: Was on 
pence detective force in April, 1888. Was 

office on 13th of April. Had telephone 
communication with Lucas at that time. 
Recognized his voice on that occasion. He 
told me Elton was on Main street, and to 
come down and catch him, and I went down 
there, but did not see Lucas or Elton. Went 
down to the postoffice, and met Mr. Wim- 
mer. He pointed out Elton, and 1 arrested 
him in front of the Grand Central Hotel. 
He was talking with Dunbar. Officers 
Marsh and Lynch came along in an op 
site direction. Marsh and myself took El- 
ton to jail. 

H. C. Wolf testified: Am adruggist on 
the corner of Main and Laurel streets. Lu- 
cas came into my store, and telephoned to 
certain parties, telling them some jewelry 
had been stolen. It was in the evening, be- 
tween 8 and 9 o’clock, about six weeks be- 
fore Mr. Lucas was arrested. 

E. CG Bush testified: I know William 
Elton; was in business at St. Elmo Hotel; 
saw Eiton there in April. 1 was there as 
night clerk and bell-boy. Had conversation 
about a paste diamond pin with Elton. 
Marsh came in and woke me up in the day 
time, and said Elton was arrested. Elton 
said it was a diamond pin. He showed 
me a red beaded silk purse and $20. This 
was the evening before he was arrested. 
His reputation for truth, honesty and in- 

rity is bad. He showed me a star, and 
said he was working for Harrisand the Sal- 
vation Army, and asked me not to give him 
away. He said he got the purse up north. 
[Witness recognized the purse shown him. | 

Cross-examined: He showed the pin out- 
side the hotel and the purse inside. Was 
not asked about the purse at the prelimi- 
nary examination. Worked for Lucas about 
a month, a P trond ago, in San Francisco, 
Have known Elton since about April, 1587. 
Worked for Lucas one day in Los Angeles, 
Have slept in Lucas’ office since he moved 
to his new office, and work: in the laundr 
at 736 South Fort street. Elton and too 
a drink together at the St, Elmo at the time 
we had the conversation. 

T. J. Cuddy testified: Was Chief of Police 
in April 188% Knew Mr. Lucas, Had a 
conversation with Mr. Lucas in regard to 
some alleged stolen property.

He offered to show me certain houses he 
had burglarized if I would set him free and 
help him down a prominent man in this 
community, 

He proved Elton to be a general liar. 

T. F. Donahue corroborated Marsii’s tes- 
ti mony in regard to the conversation in the 
office. 

0. C. Hawkins: Am Constable in Marin 
county; know William Elton, alias George 
Moore; saw him there the 23d of last Feb- 
ruary; found a paper on him. [Witness 
identified the paper.) He swore his name 
was George Moore. His reputation for 
truth, honesty and integrity is bad. He 
was in the County Jail 40 days. 

George W. Moore: Reside in San Mateo; 
have been there since 1850; knew Lucas 
since 1884. |Witness here identified his 
certificate of membership in the Pacific 
Coast Detective Bureau.| I kept the cer- 
titicate two years, then surrendered it when 
Igaveup my bond.

Cnicaco, Aug. 1.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The Northern Pacific is making 
an effort to secure a share of the tea traftlic 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic Coast, 
which of late has been monopolized toa 
great extent by the Canadian Pacific. Yes- 
terday the first shipment of 16 carloads ar- 
rived at Chicago, on its way to New York. 
The tea was received at Portland, Or., by 
tbe Northern Pacific, transfe:red to the 
Burlington and Northern at St. Paul, and 
on its arriva] here was taken eastward over 
the Chicago and Atlantic, which connects 
with the Ene, for New York. The object 
is to overcome the Canadian Pacine record 
in time of transportation from ocean to 


ocean, 

‘The train made remarkably fast time over 
the initial lines of the route, and is 
scheduled to run at or about 40 miles an 
hour from Chicago to New York. Much in- 
terest attaches to this competition, as the 
resuit is destined to have an’ important 
bearing on transcontinental traffic. if it is 
shown that better and quicker service is 
given by the new route than by that of the 

anadian Pacific there is no doubt that 
much of the business now held by the 
a line will be captured by the North- 
ern Pacific and shipped easiward via Chi-

Aug. 1.—The terms of agree- 
ment between the Northern Pacific and 
Manitoba Government were made public to- 
rw The Northern Pacific agrees to build 
this year an extension to Portage, and next 
year to continue the line to Brandon.

He Summons Emin Bey to 
Surrender. 


The Latter Marches Out to Battle 
with the Prophet. 


Stanley Said to Be Deserted by Hi 
Men and Helpless. 


Other Foreign Tidings—Biaine Sails for New 
York—The Melboarse Exposition Opened 
with Much Pomp—Peace Between 
the Kaiser and Bismarck. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, Aug. 1.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.| A dispaten from Zanzibar 
says: Two native messengers captured 
from the earlier expedition by tribes ot the 
Unganda district, bordering on Albert Ny- 
anza, and who escaped from their captors 
about the beginning of April, have just,ar- 
rived here. ‘They report that Emin Bey was 
in a situation of great difficulty. Provisions 
were scarce and difficult to procure, and his 
troops were discouraged. 

THE MAHDI’S SUMMONS. 

On April 4th Emin received a summons 
from the Mahdi, dated at Khartoum, tw sur- 
render and to disband his troops. The 
Mahdi threatened to attack if Emin re 
fused. Emin also received a letter said to 
be from Lupton Bey urging him to sur 


sacre of Europeans at Khartoum and Wad- 
elai. Emin’s outposts confirmed the report 
of the Mahdi’s advance, stating that scouts 
on armed vessels had appeared at the con- 
fluence of the Nile and at Sobat. 

Emin considered the Lupton letter a for- 
gery, but declined to advance himself with 
the bulk of his troops by the left bank of 
the Nile and endeavor to surprise the 
Mahdi, compensating for the lack of pro- 
visions by the rapidity of his attack. 

STANLEY’S FATE UNKNOWN.
